of the meaning of oharity. They need 

a good stirring up Ihe subject should 
be handled " Without gloves" and re 

gardless of who is offended. Dr. Gal- 

laudel has done wonders, but he could 
do a great deal more good if the deaf 
would only join hand and hand and 
belli him ; or rather help themselves, 
for he can get along wilhoni them far 

better than they can get along with- 
out him. Who is principally benefit- 
ed by his work ? The deaf. Prom 
whom does the money necessary lo 

on the work principally come ? 
Prom the hearing. Why? The deaf 

say il is because they are poor, bill I 
say if is because ihey are too selfish 
and stingy lo help. They are no 
poor to spend money on beer and to- 
bacco, bin as soon as any one askl 
them for money for charity ihey begin 
to plead poverty. One man positively 
told me. " 1 will be d — d if I evei 
help any charitable work without get- 
ting my money's worth." Of course 1 
cannot pronounce any judgment upon 
the fate of the fellow who made the 
above remark after lie " shulll 
this mortal coil," but I venture lo pro- 
diet I hat sooner or later be will deeply 
regret Ins heartlessness. Another 
complains of the price of ihe lec 
lures and entoriainments given by 

the Guild of Silen I Workers in 

order to raise money to help 
the poor. I wish from tie 
torn of my heart that all such things 
could be done away with, and the 
money freely donated Wlthou 

donor expecting any return, but the 

world must change greatly before thai 
can be done, and until if changes 
money must be raised by means of 

lectures and entertainments. The 

cost of such is trilling to each individ 
mil. Oh, mercy ! how some of them 
Ao bowl ! One would think they were 
being skinned alive, judging by the 
clamor. And yet in nol a few 
those that howl the loudest can afford 
it better than those who pay without 
a 'word. Another peculiarity of 
Obaritable work in New York is thai 
When a deaf man lectures ihe price 
of admission is expected- to be lower 
than if would be if ho could hear. 
. 1 cannot imagine. I 
once attended a lecture where a deaf 
man repeated nearly the whole of a 
large book, and it look him two hours 
and a half lo do it, yet the pi 
ail mission was only' ten cents. On 
the other band a hea i ing man del i -■ 
ed a lecture Which only' lasted aboulf 
an hour, and the admission was 
twenty live cents. The lecture by 
the deaf man was the best, of the two 



by far. Hut leu cents is the popular 

price, some one will say. Thai makes 

no difference. The popular . 

very often wrong, and is so most ' de- 
cidedly in Ibis instance. There is no 

necessity of going to every lecture, 
though to tell the truth ' 1 i\o not 
think it, would hurt the deaf of New 
York, as far as the brains are concern- 
ed, if they weni to a good lecture ever] 
night of their lives, as it would 
leach them a good many tilings of 
which they arc profoundly ignorant 
They can goto those they think they 
would enjoy and derive profit from', 
and slay away from Others. They 
certainly would do so if some 
would give iTictn the tickets, but they 
agy lo buy I hem. In my 
opinion twenty live cents is very little 
for a lecture, hut for fear 1 might be 
mistaken, 1 made inquiries among

and that they never beard of a ten 
cent lecture, except among the deaf. 
1 have a most profound reaped and 
sympathy for the poor, i hough 1 have 
heard that owe of two men have 
-when 1 was noi present of COU 
that such was not the case, but 1 also 
have an intense dislike for those who 
waul lo screw down things to the 
lowest price, especially in charity. 
They would, if it was possible, skin' a 
Ilea for Ihe sake of its bide and tal- 
low.
